In view of the wave of criminal 


operations against banks a more un- 
iversally drastic state law against 
liurjrlary with explosives is proposed 
by iij' American Bankers Associa-

that any 'person who, with criminal 
intent, breaks into any building- and 
attui-kd a vault "by the use- of nitro- 
glycerine, dynamite, gunpowtle:'

of 1921 and at the present time re- 
cord's covering 1922 -and 1925 are- 
available -with' records partially com- 
plete for 1924. The study thus far 
has- covered two years whi<$h were 
uarfcedly different as records hog 
profits. In 1922 we hadi a year of 
profit for hog producers. Only ten 
of the fifty-one eooperators failed to 
make a profit on their hogs that 
year. The farm price of the corn for 
that year averaged only 54 cents, 
The average cost'of producing IOC 
pounds of porfc -was $7.04,; whUe: the 
average farm price received* for thi, 
pork was above $8.00. Under these 
conditions profit was almost certain, 
for .pork prduTers.

Disease awaits in invested. gardens 


unless resistcnt seed is used.

Many gardeners,/, ai'e "probably 


\loomed to failure with cabbage this 
year if they do mot order the] proper 
kind of seed soon. The.yellows di- 
sease is patiently waiting in• many 
fjardei>s for its «aibbage to-be de- 
stroyed and the only way to! foil it 
is by ttie ase of-the yellows resistant 
varieties. Among the''best of the re- 
sistant varieties is the Indiana cab- 
bage which proved its .worth last 
summer. It was tried'on thirty differ- 
ent counties as well as in several 
other -stafes and e^'crj-.time showed 
its resistance to' the .yellow -disease. 
Moreover, many'gardeners' like those 
at Evansville, comnjeuted on its ten- 
derness. The other varieties 'that 
have 'proved their value are Wiscon- 
sin'All-Season, AVisconsin Hollander 
and Wisconsin 'Succession.

, In some-places last summer the 
yellows disease was not particularly 
severe -because of the cool, 
wet 


weather. Yellows is a hot iveathe^ 
disease and'cannot work well in cool 
soiL However, no one should think 
that--the disease -has died out becatis.e 
it will, live for years, during hot 
weather and- cold, waiting for 
the 


right conditions to destroy^ the cal- 
lage. Next summer prabaWy.will ibe 
favorable to this yellow blight.

hey are merely -breeding males that 
lave been "dubbed'" to prevent freez- 
ing and suffering .during the cold 
winter days, said Professor A. &. 
Phillips of the Poultry Department 
Purdue Experiment Station. 


Dnrinjj the past few winters t-he 


male birds in the ^poultry breeding 
locks at the Purdue Poultry Farm 
lave usually had their cembs frozen 
'ollowing sudden and very low tem- 
»raturc which resulted-in much suf- 
'cring of the birds and consequently 
•epet-ition of these bad results, this 
oss in fertility of eggs and hatching 
esults. To offset a continuation, and 
ear most of the hr'reduur males have 
lad their combs and wiUtles removed 


a process known as "dubbing". 


This is not a ne\v operation but one 
vhfch breeders of lighting 
birds 


lave always practised to -prevent in- 
ury to eom'bs and to conserve tlie 
vigor of the males.

The blood .will flow quite free- 
ly, but if a body fluff feather is-laid 
upon the top of the comb coagulation 
will soon take place and the bleeding 
cease. If a bird bleeds freely it need 
not cause any worry and seldom do 
birds suffer from the operation. 
. Males so treated .should be kept, 
separated until the'wound'has healed: 
because often males fail :to recognize 
ea'c-h other after they .have been 
dubbed and consequently fight' it out 
to sc<; wjuc'h one is boss. If 
the 


scars are not healed, profuse bleed- 
ing may follow :v physical combat. 
A treated bird should also not be 
placed in an extremely cold room un- 
til the wounds have healed. Dubbed 
birds are extremely homely and tlic 
removal of the comb and wattles 
takes away nmch of the attractive 
appearance of male birds. The oper- 
ation should " hot "be practised until 
after the birds have been selected 
for the breeding pens in oder to per- 
mit normal appearance of the head 
to -be a guide in making selection. It 
is considered, -however, that the pre- 
vention of winter suffering more than 
offsets- the homely appearance which 
the birds will have as a result 
o'f 


being dabbed.'
